Lou cou'd not indeed have begun earlier than 
you have done; for you tell us * that 0 n God crea- 
ed Adam, he inſpired his Soul arid tun'd his Voice to 4 
Song of Praiſe and Thankſgiving, for placing him in [0 
happy a Situation. I wonder you did not ſay that God 
created Adam with a Fiddle in his Mouth; and a Harp 
under his Arm! that Adam's Voice was tun'd to a 
Song off Praiſe and Thankſgiving; is readily granted / 
but pray what is the Conſequence? will you infer 
from thence; that there muſt be alternate-ſinging and 
inſtrumental Muſick uſed in the Church? a glorious 
Conſequence! what you fay concerning Adam is no- 
thing to the Purpoſe, unleſs you had form'd your 
Argument thus, that Adam and Eve having their Voi- 
ces tun'd to Songs of Praiſe and Thankſgiving, ſtood ong 
oppoſite to the other after the manner of the Quire, ſinging 
and chanting God's Praiſes by turns, and that God fur- 
niſh'd em with Instruments of Muſic to be employ d in 
that divine Service, to give it the greater Solemnity. 1 
this had been made appear, it would have done Service 
to your Cauſe; and there certainly are as improbabie 
trifling things in the Sermon. Vou needed not have 
told us that Jubal invented inftrumental Muſick, and 
was the Father of all ſuch as handle the Harp and 
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Organ , every one knows it. But was he the Fatlier 


of all ſuch as handle the Harp and Organ in the Mor- 
ſhip of. God ? tis indeed not a little ſuprizing to hear 

you ſay; there is no room to doubt but that be made the - 
firſt offering of their Harmony to the Inſpirer, and tun'd 
*em to his Praiſe. Sir, there is room enough to doubt 
ot it till you produce Evidence to prove it. Is it 

poſſible that an Argument drawn from ſuch a Paſſage, . 
cou'd convince any but the Dr. himſelf, that Inſtru- 
ments of Muſick were then uſed in worſhiping Aſ- 
ſenlaflies ? and tho? tis there ſaid, that then Men be- 
all upon the Name of the Lord; will it at all fol- 
low that inſtrumental Muſick was then employ' d in 
God's Worſhip ? tho' the World then began to re- 
form and grow better, this will never amount to a 
fall Proof, that Men worſhip'd God with Organs, 
Harps, Trumpets,.&c. To ſay tis probable they 
did worſhip him in that manner, is to ſay nothing to 
the Purpoſe, for Probabilities in fuch an important 
caſe, will fix no Convictions on the Minds of any 
wiſe Men. But what tho' Jubal had employ'd his 
Harps and Organs in the Worſhip of God? had he 
any Authority or Command to do ſo? if he cor- 
rupted (which yet does not appear) God's Wor- 
ſhip by an improper, uncommanded Mixture, is 
that a fit Precedent for the Practice of a Chriſtian 


Church? Dr. you never would have thought that 


Palage concerning Jubal, was to the Purpoſe, 


5 if you had not read it with a Party Prejudice. 


We all own that muſical Inſtruments were ulcd 


by the Fews in their Worſhip, and therefore it 


was not neceſſary to bring ſo many Texts from 
the Old Teftament to prove -it. To prove to us 
what we acknowledge is very caly. Tis, no 
doubt, certain that Levites were ſet in the Houſe of 
he Lord with Cymbals, with Pſalteries, and Harps ac-

 gording to the Commandment of David and of Gad the 
King's Seer, and of Nathan the Prophet ; for ſo was the 
Commandment of God by the Prophets . I grant in- 
deed this is the ſtrongeſt Pillar you have to ſupport 
your Church-Muſick. The Jews had ſuch muſick in 
their 3 pies and why ſhould wot Te have it alſo in our 


Churches? who is ſo bold as to give any Reaſon ayainſt 
it? A mighty and confounding Argument indeed an 
Argument 65 will unavoidably cruſh and cauſe all 
the Di/enters in the Nation to tremblebefore it, and 
put em to Silence! But pray conſider, Sir, that God 
had commanded theſe muſical Inftruments to be made 
and uſed in the Temple; the Jews were forbidden to 
bring any thing into his Worſhip of their own Head.

ſerve; that tho you have drawn a whole Legion of 


Arguments and Quotations from the Levitical Law to 
ſerve the Intereſt ot the Quire, ou have ſcarce 
found as much in Favour of Chureh-Muſick, in all 
the New Teftament, as would fill one Page. Iam not 
at all amaz d at this; for there is not one Word in all 
the Writings of the Apoſtles to countenance it. 
You begin with telling us, that zbere is not one Paſſage 


in all the New Teſtament whereby the Uſe of muſical in- 


ſtruments is forbidden in the Wor ſhip of God *. A plea- 
ſant Fancy! as if forſooth, every thing that is not 
forbidden in the New Teftament might lawfully be 
broyghtinto the Church, and made uſe of in God's 
Worttip. Is this really your Opinion, Sir, or are 
you only in Jeſt? well then, it we not only may but 
ought to ule Muſical Inſtruments in our Churches, be- 
cauie they are not E Ghrift nor his Apoſtles, 
why ought we not for the ſame Reaſon, . to bring into 
our Ong Aſſemblies, other things alſo which 
are not forbidden? for Example, why may we not 
uſe Salt and Spittle in Baptiſm, and Holy Water for 
Purification at the Entrance of our Churches? 
&« Why * not Miniſters to preach with Helmets 
& on, to ſignifie their ſpiritual Warfare? and why 
ec ought not Chriſtians to read always with Specta- 
tc cles, to {ignify their want of ſpiritual Sight? and 
& to come always to Church with Crutches, to ſig- 
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Church, and therefore forbids it; he was apprehen- 
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& aific theit Inability eo come 10 God ef themm 


& ſelves? None of all theſe Things is furhinden, 
and therefore accord ing to y ray of nin 
Sir, they may be uſed. As ridiculous Things as theſe 
have been brought into the Church. St. Auſtin tells 
us of ſome that were for Cheeſe to their Bread at the 


Lord's Table, and we have heard of others that have 
been for eating a Paſchal Lamb, in Remembrance of 
that Lamb of God that has been ſacrificed for us: And 


who will ſay that any of theſe things is forbidden ? 
Tis not enough, Sir, to demonſtrate the Uſefulneſs 
and Neceſſity of mnfical Inſtruments in God's Wor- 
ſhip, to ſay they are not forbidden by Chriſt or his Apo- 


| files; you muſt produce a Warrant and Authority for 
em from the New Teſtament, or elle you muſt pardon 


the Diſſenters if they think you do but trifle. I call 


upon you to ſhew me ſo much as one Text in all the 


Vritings of the Apoſtles, or a fair Conſequence 
from — e- inſtrumental Muſick in the Wor- 
ſhip of God, is appointed; and if you can't, you 
muſt, Sir, lower your Top- ſail, and abate of your 
Pretenſions, leaſt your Zeal prove too ſtrong fagwyour 
Judgment.

why did not our bleſſed Saviour inſtitute and appoint 
em? certainly the Gentleman that lays ſo great 4

and orderly.in his Worſhip, than he was. Sir, had 
our Saviour been of your mind, how eaſy bad it been 
for kim to have ſaid, 2h07 all the other Jewifh Ceremo- 
nies are now aboliſh'd, yet I enjoin you to hgep up and con- 
 tinuethe Jewiſh Muſick in all the Churches, becauſe my 
rar can't be decently and orderly perf orm'd without it.

We muſt have a better Key to the 


prophetic Viſions than has yet been found, before we 


can warrantably argue from em in doubtful Matters. 


The Revelationis yet a ſealed Book, notwithſtanding 
the great Labour and Pains of fo many ſcores of Com- 


mentators to open and unfold it; who know better 
how to overthrow one another's Schemes and Hypo- 
theſes, than how to fix with any Certainty when they 


have done. But there is no great need to labour and 


drudge hard for an Anſwer in this Cafe. Tis general- 
ly agreed that the Images in the apocalyptic Viſions 


are fetch'd from the Law and not from the Goſpel; 


conſequently what in them relates to divine Worſhip, 
refers to the Jewiſh and not to the Chriſtian Mode of 
it; which takes away the force of any Argument 
that might be hence drawn with reference to the pra- 
ctice of Chriſtians. Beſides, does not almoſt every 
one know that the Harps ſpoken of in the Texts you
